made a discovery—héw to clothe 
the dry bones of history with living 
flesh and impart into his creation 
the breath of life. , 

The first’ episode introduces us 
to Lincoln, the obscure lawyer, re- 
ceiving the ‘invitation which must 
lead ,to the Presidency of the 
United States. We next sce him: 
on the eve of civil war directing 
the affairs of State and controlling

It appears that some of the worke 
men have benefitted from the in- 
crease but others, engaged in work 
for which centracts were made 
prior to the concession, are paid at 
the old rates. The employers 
Point out that in these cases they 
are already bound to ceratn 
amounts but should new jobs get 
into the market, they will make 
provision for the increased pay.
